AONGKONG'S PROPOSED BAN ON 
THE GERMANS, 


SUPPORT BY THE OHINA Associa- 
TION IN LONDON, 


{unom OUR OWN CORRESPORDENT.] 


Lonpon, November 25th. 

In accordance with the request of the 
Hongkong Branch of the China Associa- 
tion, wide publicity has heen given py 
the Uhina Association in London to the 
mass mevting held at 
November 7th, at which a resolution was 
unanimously paased “ that the interned 
German deported from thia 
Colony to Australia should, at the con- 
clusion of the war, not be permitted to 
return here, or to China, but should be 
repatriated Lo Germany," and re-afirming

ONCE A GERMAN ALWAYS A GERMAN ! 

Striking confirmation is forthcoming 
that tle Hongkong resolution” is based 
upon an accurate perception of German 
character and buainess methods. A cable 
from Tientsin to the Daily Mail, dated 
Noy. 14th, states that already o trade 
war has atarted there. ‘Germang are 
telling the Chinese," it is recorded, ‘ that 
they are prepared to make contracts for 
the early delivery of goody at much lower 
prices than the Allies can possibly quote.

ADMIRALTY'S TRIBUTE. 


Tho Becretary of the Admiralty baa 
issued the ‘following tee 

“On the oceasion of the first meeting 
of the Board vf Admiralty after tho 
signing of the German armistice, their | 
lordships desire, on behalf of the Royal 
Navy, to oxpress their admiration and 
thanks to the owners, masters, officers, 
and of the British Mercantile 
Marine, and to those engaged in the fish- 
ing industry, for the incomparable ser- 
vievs which they have rendered during the

victory which is now being eclebrated. 
The work of the Mercantile Marine bos 
been inseparbbly connected with that of 
the Royal Navy, and without the loyal 
co-operation of the former the enemy's 
submarine campaign must inevitably have

of navigation. The loyal observance of 
these precautions has been the more com- 
mendable since the need for absolute 
secrecy, un which safety largely depend- 
ed, has prevented the rensons for their 
udo} tion being, in all cases, disclosed. 

'<yeurther, tae convoy system, which has 
played such an umportant part in frus- 
trating the designs of the enemy and 
securing the safe passage of the United 
States army, could never have attained 
jis succeys but for the ability and en- 
durance displayed by the masters, officers, 
and crews of the merchant ahipa forming 
these convoys. Thig system has oalled 
for the learning and practiaing of a new 
science that of station-keeping—the ac- 
curacy of which has depended in no small 
measure on the adaptability and ekill of 
the engineers and their departments. 

“Phoir lordships also desire o acknow. 
ledge the ready response of owners to- the 
heavy calla made on the merchant service 
for officers and men to meet the increas. 
ing requirements of the Navy. On board 
our shipa of every type, from the largest 
Dreadnought down to the smallest phtrol 
Boat, are to be found officers and men 
of the merchant navy who have combined 
with thoso of the Royal Navy in fighting 
the enemy, and defeating his nefarious 
methods of warfare at fea. . 

“The merchant service and the Royal 
Navy have never becn 90 closely brought 
together as during thig war. In tho in- 
terests of our glorious Empire this con- 
nection must prove o lasting ono. 


or sixth-rate Naval Power. Their money 
value is estimated at, £50,000,000. But it 
ie not this which atrikes the imagination 
go much aa the spectacle of a mighty 
ficct, ranking second to that of Britain, 
cuming out to order under the white flag, 
tamely giving in without firing a shot. 
That, in the words of the message scnt 
by the Admiralty to our splendid Navy, 
ia “a triumph to which history knows 
no parallel.

ROYAL TRIBUTE TO THE VICTORS. 


In his speech to the Lords, the Com- 
tons, and. the representatives of tha 
Empire overseas, King George expressed 
his forvent ‘thanks to the people of 
British stock everywhere for the victori- 
ous ending of the war. The coremony 
wis unprecedented. Usually, the Houses 
of Parhament wait on the Sovereign; on 
this occasion, the King came to Westmins- 
ter, to the beautiful Hoyal Gallery of tho

_ From hig place on & low dair, ho spoke 
in o clear; resonant voice, paying tribute 
te the victors, special omphasis being 
laid on tho services of the troops who 
came from afar—-‘Sthe men from the 
Crown Colonies and Protectorates of 
Great Britain, fighting amid novel and 
perilots scenes, exhibited o constancy and 
dovotion second to none.”’

Yet, for all their patriotissa, they were 
generous sportsmen; and if they were 
beaten in trade or gameg by men of other 
nationalities. well, they could tke the 
gruel with a smile, and attcmpt te do 
better next time. They only made one 
condition, und that was that their rivuls 
should, ag the saying guce, “play the 
game.” They did out handicap anyone 
who wanted to compete with them; and 
time after time the Briton, whose fod 
cost four shillings a day, beat the native, 
who could live on four pence. In the 
little Crown Colany of Hongkong, an 
island paid for by the lives of early 
British pioneers and defended aguinst 
pirates and disease with the usual grit 
of the carly Victorians, they rather ¢p- 
couraged the Germans, the Austrians, and 
the others to come out vw a place of safely 
in China. ‘Give them every chance,” 
anid these early merchants; “after all, 
we can always huld our own.” They 
overlooked, in their spacious, generous 
way, one great, fact. They thought it 
impossible for their guests to do other 


than “ play the game,’' and now that the | 


German policy in the Far Hast, ag in 
Europe, is revealed in all its naked ugli- 
neas, they are aroused, and they have 
persuaded themselves that their gonero- 
sity was stupidity. To change the 
metaphor, they have discovered that some 
of their guests were playing with luaded 
dice, and they do not wuut to have any- 
thing to do with such people. The 
British in China ore determined to punish 
the Germans for their brutalities in war- 
fare and their deceit in the days of peace. 
That is ano reason why there are now 16 
British Uhambere of Comm¢rce in China. 
Before the war, there was a tendency 
towardg international chambers of com- 
meree. It ig expected that before lon 
there will be a British chamber ‘cstablished 
in each of the 48 Treaty Ports. 
BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE, 

The really interesting thing to discuss 
ia the future development of these 
various Chambers of Commerce in China. 
Upon their influence and expansion de- 
pends the future of British trade in the 
Far East. They have succeeded in ob- 
taining additional commercial attachéa 
for Bhanghai and South China. 

In Shanghai, the British Chamber of 

Commence issues a monthly journal which 
is cireulated throughout China. It 
deserves e¥ery atpport possible. The 
Shanghai Chamber has also held social 
meetings with the local Chinese Chamber 
of Commercé. More’ is needed. For 
Eastorn business men will press. for a 
complete reform of the Consular Borvice. 
They will advocate Imperial trado in. 
tereste. At present they arc. rather lack- 
ing in oohesion. Some sort of mechanism 
is nooded so that thero can be a gonoral 
interchange of idena and co-operation be- 
tween all British intorests in tho, Far 
East. 
It da, porhaps, an impertinenco for an 
onlooker to make suggestions, and yet on. 
Jookers sometimes ace most. Howover, it 
is morely tho apinion of ong who wishes 
for the expansion of British trade in 
China nnd tho development of China's, 
vast natural resources.

RELEASED PRISONERS. 
BRUTALITY TO BRITISH. 


Reuter's correspondent with the French 
army, tclegraphing from Nancy on Nov. 
18th, gives an appalling picture’ of the 


}terrible condition to which the prisonera- 


ef-war in Germany have been reduced by 
the inhuman gaolers who, with characte- 
ristie German ¢ffrontery, are appealing 
to the Allies for food and for modifica- 
tions of the armistice conditions. The 
correspondent slates: 

While the Stats institutions of Germany 
are crumbling, to the infinite relief of 
nine-tenthy of mankind, there are several 
hundreds of thewsandy of men in Ger- 
many whose plight, which before the 
armistice was bad, bas since become

prison camps. These men have been liv- 
ing and working for months on a diet of 
200 or 400 grammes (1002, to 1404.) of 
jnfamously bad bread a day, pupplement.

water in which cabbage or barley has 
been boiled. They thought their con: 
dition could not conceivably be worse. 
Now they know better, They have learn. 
ed, many of them, at the cost of their 
lives, that any fraction of a loaf is better’ 
than no kyead. Thousands of them, near? 
ly oll British, are passing intu France 
every day. They are pouring over the 
now vbsulete trenches into Lunévillé, 
Nancy, and other towns at all hours of 
the day and night. They are in a state 
oi rnggedness, hunger, and misery that 
baffles description. 1 have never ‘seen 
human beings in such a state. This has 
been their experience. At Forbach and 
along the Rhing there are many prigon 
camps, where the treatment of prisoners 
hag been particularly outrageous, and 
which were manned almost exclusively by 
British soldiers captured by the enemy 
in the March offensive. These camps, 
and, perhaps, many others, bave been 
broken up. The British were told that 
they were free to get out, and must, seek 
he!p from their Allies. In droves of 
evera! hundreds at a time they started 
out to walk from Forbach, or from 
Kleinbittersfeld, on the Rhine, distances 
of fifty or sixty miles, to the French 
No tood wag given them, not even 
a mouthful of bread, All of them were 
ir. shameful rags. 


ALMOBT WITHOUT BOOTS. 


1 tadked yesterday to thirty of them, all 
British wuldiers captured in March or 
April, and all told me that they had never 
had any clothing from the Germans. 
They started on their long march in boots 
with the soles dropping off, or cl#® in 
wooden clogs. None bad socks; their feet 
were bound up; with cotton rags.
